Hence, he tries our Savior 
again to see what His answer would 
be to the most important of all ques- 
tions. 

Such kind are notabsent in the 
world today. There is truth enough 
and evidence fully to convince them. 
but they would rather that it were not 
so, and, hence, try to evade it’ They 
have succeeded to. gome extent, and 
much of the sham: and folly of the: 
times is the result. 

Some have not held their ideas to 
themselves, but in language bold and 
defiant, have made them known to the 
rest of humanity. Sometimes they 
have taken root, and it seemed that a 
hew light was shining over the earth. 

To offset this influence and to fight 
this error, and calmly to answer the 
truth, there has been but one—the 
Church, the spouse of Christ—teach- 
ing the one, same, infallible truth; she 
has never been—nor can she be—en- 
snared in her speech; and, when error 
attempts to lift its monstrous head, 
by the weapons of her strength and 
God-given truth, she keeps it crushed, 
so that righteoustiess may shine, at 
least, somewhere.
